Ending a dramatic session at 1 
o'clock this morning, the city coun- 
cil’s finance committee recommended 
that bond issues aggregating 859.023, 
000 for an unparalleled improvement 
program be placed on little ballots at 
the primary election April 10. 

The aldermen approved each of the 
eleven issues, totaling $48,429,500, 
asked by President M. J. Faherty of 
the board of local improvements to 
complete street widenings now under 
way, radically altered the Chicago 
plan commission's $12,000,000 list of 
new projects, and rejected en masse 
departmental demands for $50,000,000 
for fire and police stations and alarm 
systems, bridges, street lights, play- 
grounds, and other minor improve- 
ments. 


Sidetrack Big Improvements. 

Upset of the plan commission’s re- 
quests furnished the biggest bomb 
shells at the meeting. Two important 
changes were recommended: | 

1. That the $5,000,000 bond issue 
for the start of the Avondale avenue 
elevated superhighway be sidetracked 
with a view of substituting an $11,- 
000,000 grade level boulevard for the 
double decked improvement at an es- 
timated vost of $60,000,000.

SORRY, BUT WE CAN'T 


INTERVENE. 
What our correspondent describes as a piquant 
diplomatic controversy is centering around a little 
island, known as Bouvet's island, in the whaling 
region of the South Atlantic. Norway planted its 
flag on Bouvet's island about three months ago 
only to have Great Britain, a short time later, 
grant a permit to a whaling concern to hunt in 
the surrounding waters. Norway protested, say- 
ing it had just annexed the island. Great Britain's 
reply was that Norway was a centtry too late, 
Bouvet's island having been annexed by the Eng- 
lish crown in 1825. And there, according to our 
latest information, the matter rests at present. 
The unfortunate aspect of the matter lies in the 


purview of the Monroe Doctrine, the United States 
could step in and halt the piquant diplomatic 
controversy by taking Bouvet’s island entirely 
away from the two disputants. We extended the 
Monroe Doctrine 2,500 miles across the Pacific in 
1843 and included Hawaii in the western hem- 
isphere. But Bouvet's island is a little outside 
even the potent doctrine’s reach. It lies fifty-four 
degrees south of the equator and a little more than 
three degrees east of the Greenwich meridian and, | 
dismaying though it is, the United States will have 
to let Great Britain and Norway settle their own 
dispute without intervention by the marines.

He intends to 
draft President Coolidge for another term and to 
begin it here in Cook counts and Illinois.
